Crew suffers minor injuries 


Fire boat 
flips on 
test run

Eight people were thrown 
into Halifax Harbour yes¬ 
terday when a controver¬ 
sial fire-fighting boat 
flipped on a test run. 

The incident happened 
near the Dartmouth Coast 
Guard base, and a rescue op¬ 
eration was quickly scram¬ 
bled, plucking the crew 
from the water. All were 
taken to hospital with mi¬ 
nor injuries. 

Local boat builders react¬ 
ed angrily earlier this year 
when the 28-foot Califor¬ 
nia-built vessel won a fire- 
department tender. At the 
time, the president of Ros- 
borough Boats and Marine 
warned against buying the 
$250,000 boats. 

James Rosborough said it 
“will prove to not only be a 
financial and operational 
failure, but will endanger 
the users and incident vic¬ 
tims.” He could not be 
reached yesterday. 

HRM has not bought the 
boat yet — the deal was 
conditional on the test run. 

Adam Erland was one of 
the rescuers. He works for 
the coast guard’s Joint Res¬ 
cue Co-ordination Centre.

and then saw a boat over¬ 
turned,” he said from the 
scene. His cutter crew head¬ 
ed for the men bobbing in 
the harbour.

Mike Lerue, spokesman 
for HRM fire services, said 
the crash happened around 
11 a.m. in calm waters. Five 
on board were firefighters, 
one was a student at a ma¬ 
rine institute, and two were 
connected to the seller. 

“This type of vessel is de¬ 
signed to operate in the 
conditions of the Halifax 
Harbour ... Trials have been 
underway all week and un¬ 
til this point, the vessel had 
performed veiy well, even 
in rough-sea conditions. 

“Eveiything was going re¬ 
ally well,” Lerue said when 
asked about his confidence 
in the boat. “It’s hard to say 
until we look into it.”

Ambulance crash kills patient

One woman is dead and 
the two paramedics trans¬ 
porting her are in hospital 
after an ambulance left 
Highway 103 and rolled in¬ 
to the woods near Hub¬ 
bards yesterday. 

The patient was being 
transferred from hospital 
in Halifax to the South 
Shore Regional Hospital in 
Bridgewater. 

“It was a non-urgent 
transfer,” said Emergency 
Health Services 

spokesman, Paul Maynard. 

Police believe the 53- 
year-old patient is from the 
South Shore area. 

Maynard said two para¬ 
medics were taken to hos¬ 
pital in serious condition. 


The driver was pinned in 
the ambulance and was cut 
free with the Jaws of Life 
before being airlifted to 
the Halifax with severe leg 
injuries. The second para¬ 
medic was in the back of 
the ambulance when it 
rolled. Maynard said he 
has internal injuries and at 
least one broken leg. 

The injuries are not life- 
threatening. The men are 
listed in serious but stable 
condition. 

“It’s a pretty nice day 
and it’s a good stretch of 
highway. We’re not sure 
exactly what happened,” 
Maynard said. 

RCMP Sgt. Mark Gal¬ 
lagher said the ambulance 
was headng west around 
10:30 a.m. on a slight turn 
about three kilometres 
past Exit 6. 


“The vehicle just went 
left of centre and into the 
ditch on the opposite side 
of the road,” Gallagher 
said. 

“It looks like the vehicle 
may have overturned... 
and struck some rocks that 
made it stop suddenly.” 

The deceased woman 
was still in the ambulance 
by mid-afternoon. Sgt. Gal¬ 
lagher said the medical ex¬ 
aminer had yet to release 
the body. 

It will likely take be 
some time before for inves¬ 
tigators known what 
caused the crash. Sgt. Gal¬ 
lagher said the driver will 
probably require surgery 
and won’t be interviewed 
for a few days. 

He said two witnesses 
saw the crash, one travel¬ 
ing in each direction.

Gas price reset twice this week

gas prices Premier Rodney 
MacDonald said gasoline 
regulation is working in 
Nova Scotia even though 
the province’s interrupter 
clause has been used 
twice in less than a week 
to set new prices. 

The price of fuel in Nova 
Scotia was scaled back by 
about nine cents a litre 
yesterday, four days after 
the cost skyrocketed by 12 
cents because of Hurricane 
Ike. 

The government normal¬ 
ly sets its price every Fri¬ 
day, but in the last six days

for refined gasoline hasn’t 
come down completely 
from a 50-cent spike last 
week. 


If the market continues 
in its decline, Taylor said it 
will be reflected in the new 
fuel price set this Friday. 

“We’d like to see nothing 
more than the price to go 
down,” said MacDonald, 
who blamed speculators 
for the price spike. 

“In fact, when prices go 
up, volumes go down, and 
that impacts our bottom 
line.”

Border patrol agents testify 
in Glen Race murder trial

courts While patrolling 
along the Rio Grande last 
May, Ramon Vargas Jr. had 
no idea he was about to en¬ 
counter an international 
murder suspect. 

The senior Border Patrol 
agent was responding to a 
sensor activation along the 
Texas river’s bank May 15, 
2007, when he spotted a 
man walking near the wa¬ 
ter and nearby Mexican 
border. 

“I drove up to the subject 
and identified myself as a 
Border Patrol agent,” Var¬ 
gas testified yesterday 
morning during the sev¬ 
enth day of Glen Race’s 
murder trial in Clinton 
County Court. 

After asking the man for 
identification, Vargas said, 
the seemingly friendly 
traveller pulled out a Nova 
Scotia ID card bearing the 
name of Glen Douglas 
Race, who he recognized 
as the prime suspect in the 
murders of 35-year-old Dar¬ 
cy Manor of Mooers Forks 
and two Canadian men. 


To confirm the man’s 
identity, Vargas said, he 
asked him for a passport. 

But when the man 
reached into one of his two 
bags, Vargas said, “that’s 
when I saw what appeared 
to be the stock of a rifle.” 

The situation quickly es¬ 
calated into a tense and 
physical confrontation af¬ 
ter the agent spotted the 
weapon, which an expert 
has linked to the May 10, 
2007, shooting death of 
Manor. 

Other Texas-based Bor¬ 
der Patrol agents later tes¬ 
tified about responding to 
Vargas’s distress call and 
about taking the murder 
suspect into custody. 

Defense attorney Mark 
McCormick will begin pre¬ 
senting Race’s insanity de¬ 
fense Monday. It is unclear 
whether Race, who is di¬ 
agnosed with schiz¬ 
ophrenia, will 
take the stand 
in his own de¬ 
fense.

You’ll need your toque 
and mittens this winter, 
and a shovel nearby. 

The Canadian edition of 
The Old Farmer’s Almanac 
2009 has hit store shelves 
and is forecasting a cold 
winter for Nova Scotia.

The Almanac has forecasts 
through to next October, 
and is predicting tempera¬ 
tures in Atlantic Canada to 
be one or two degrees be¬ 
low normal in the summer 
of 2009. 

“We’re actually predict¬ 
ing a cooling trend over 
the next two decades, 


which is kind of running 
counter to global warm¬ 
ing,” Trowbridge said. 

The Almanac’s predic¬ 
tions are based largely on 
the cycles of the sun and 
moon, with other vari¬ 
ables mixed in. Trow¬ 
bridge said the Almanac 
enjoys an 80 per cent accu¬ 
racy rate. 

But the new edition of 
the Almanac offers other 
features, too, including a 
story on how to live to be 
100 or more. 

The article states that 
Nova Scotia has one cente¬ 
narian for every 5,000 peo¬ 
ple, which is double the 
tally in New England. It al¬ 
so points out that Canadi¬ 
ans have a higher life ex¬ 
pectancy than Americans 
by two and a half years. 

“I think Americans don’t 
do a very good job of tak¬ 
ing it easy,” laughed Trow¬ 
bridge, who is from New 
Hampshire. “Maybe Cana¬ 
dians do a better job, I 
can’t say.”

and fun awaits. 

“The high-volume expo¬ 
sure ... has helped gambling 
assert itself as a culturally 
embedded feature of every 
day life,” said chief re¬ 
searcher Dr. John McMullan 
“In one generation, advertis¬ 
ing has normalized gam¬ 


bling as fun, gainful and 
pleasurable.” 

The project, funded by the 
Nova Scotia Gaming Corpo¬ 
ration, counted 114,538 ad¬ 
vertisements by Atlantic Lot¬ 
tery between January 2005 
and December 2006. 47,000 
of those were in Nova Scotia. 

McMullan said the lack 
of losers was the main 
problem. 


“The potential dangers 
and pitfalls of gambling are 
sadly absent or woefully in¬ 
adequate in much commer¬ 


cial advertising about gam¬ 
bling,” he said. Almost 70 
per cent of the ads did men¬ 
tion responsible gambling, 


but that was relegated to the 
small print. 

“The seductive dream¬ 
world of the casino and its 
games, dense with symbols 
of affluence, consumption 
and pleasure overshad¬ 
owed the real world of 
gambling with its diminu¬ 
tive opportunities for actu¬ 
ally winning jackpots,” Dr. 
McMullan concluded.

Alleged drug lord busted 

Collucio called 'King of International Drug Trafficking'

The image of former 
Toronto resident 
Giuseppe Coluccio has 
been splashed 
throughout the Italian 
media over the past 24 
hours as American 
authorities announced 
one of the largest 
international drug busts 
in history. 

Coluccio, who lived in 
the Toronto area under 
the alias of “Joe Scarfo,” 
was dubbed the “King of 
International Drug Traf¬ 
ficking” when American 
and Italian authorities 
yesterday announced the 
arrests of 507 of his al¬ 
leged associates.

tion was part of a larger 
operation which has re¬ 
sulted in mass arrests in 
Italy, the United States 
and Mexico. 

“He’s one of the leaders 
of the consortium that 
was the target of this op¬ 
eration,” said organized- 
crime expert Antonio 
Nicaso, who has lectured 


police forces on interna¬ 
tional crime. 

“Canada was one of the 
destinations of the co¬ 
caine,” Nicaso said. 

Authorities say Coluc- 
cio’s ’Ndrangheta group 
was linked to an organiza¬ 
tion in Atlanta, which co¬ 
ordinated the transporta¬ 
tion of truckloads of hid¬ 
den drugs and millions of 
dollars in currency. 

“This operation con¬ 
firms the power of the ’N- 
drangheta in internation¬ 
al drug trafficking,” said 
Italian anti-Mafia prosecu¬ 
tor Nicola Gratteri, in an 
interview from Atlanta 
through an interpreter. 

The massive operation 


— dubbed “Project Reck¬ 
oning” — was announced 
yesterday in Washington 
by U.S. Attorney General 
Michael Mulcasey, while 
authorities said they had 
seized more than 40 
tonnes of illegal drugs. 

Project Reckoning cen¬ 
tred on the links between 
Coluccio’s ’Ndrangheta 
and a Mexican drug traf¬ 
ficking cartel known as 
the Gulf Cartel. 

At the time of his arrest 
in Markham, Ont., on 
Aug. 7, Collucio was con¬ 
sidered to be one of Italy’s 
most wanted criminals 
and a top figure in the no¬ 
torious ’Ndrangheta.

“I’ve been at the top 
of the league, I’ve been at 
the bottom of the league, 
I’ve been in the middle of

Market in Halifax ‘very strong’

Now’s the time to buy 
property in Halifax, as No¬ 
va Scotia’s capital bucks 
the national decline in re¬ 
al-estate trends. 

Robert Wombolt, presi¬ 
dent of the Nova Scotia As¬ 
sociation of Realtors, said 
sales were down 11.5 per 
cent in August compared 
to July and that the num¬ 
ber of properties listed has 
also fallen, but the HRM 
market remains steady. 

“It looks like a stable 
market. The house prices 
are actually still up over 
the same period last year, 


which is a really good 
thing,” he said yesterday. 
“When you look at the 
markets (in the rest of 
Canada), I think the mar¬ 
ket in Halifax is very 
strong.” 

He cited cooling hot 
spots like Vancouver, Ed¬ 
monton, Calgary and Mon¬ 
treal, which had been 
jumping in “leaps and 
bounds” in the past few 
years, while Halifax had re¬ 
mained stable. 

“We’ve had very steady 
increases in our market. 
There are no major adjust¬ 
ments in our market — it’s 
always a small adjustment. 
We’re in a lot better shape 
than other markets across 


the country.” 

Edmonton and Calgary 
have seen hefty decreases 
recently, he said, saying 
drops of 20-40 per cent are 
not unusual. 

The average house price 
in Halifax is $222,000. 

Forecasting is difficult, 
Wombolt said, noting that 
there is no “national” 
housing market, as each 
area works on its own 
scale. But he peered into 
his crystal ball nonethe¬ 
less. 

“I don’t think you’re go¬ 
ing to see any major 
changes in the market 
over here for a while,” he 
concluded. “Real estate is 
always a good investment.”

Canada’s major markets 
are on the retreat, accord¬ 
ing to statistics released 
this week by the Canadian 
Real Estate Association. 

“When comparing statis¬ 
tics, remember 2007 was a 
record year for real-estate 
sales in Canada,” said 
CREA president Calvin 
Lindberg. “In light of that 
fact, our current market 
can certainly be character¬ 
ized as stable.” 

“The Canadian market 
fundamentals are still sol¬ 
id, and mortgage rates are 
still at near-record low lev¬ 
els,” he added. “The chal¬ 
lenge is for sellers to price 
their home to meet the lo¬ 
cal market realities, and 
for buyers to realize there 
is no real-estate bubble 
that will burst and send

prices to new lows." 

The average sale price of 
residential properties sold 
across Canada was 
$316,052 in August. 

“Price declines in the 
pricier major markets are 
pulling down the overall 
average price,” said CREA 
chief economist Gregory 
Klump. “Significantly low¬ 
er sales activity in Greater 
Vancouver compared to a 


year ago means that the 
most expensive market in 
Canada now has less 
weight in the overall aver¬ 
age price calculation,” he 
explained. 

“Sales activity is down in 
a number of resale housing 
markets in Western Cana¬ 
da that earlier posted hefty 
price increases. Prices con¬ 
tinue rising in other mar¬ 
kets where price gains 
have been more modest,” 
said Klump. 

CREA cautioned that av¬ 
erage price information 
can be useful in establish¬ 
ing trends over time, but 
does not indicate actual 
prices in centres com¬ 
prised of widely divergent 
neighbourhoods or ac¬ 
count for price differential 
between geographic areas.

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Know rules if you’re renting out 



If you’re thinking of owning a 
residential rental property, 
there are important legal 
dimensions to keep in mind. 


Thinking of 
supplementing your 
income with a rental prop¬ 
erty or unit? 

According to recent re¬ 
search, 69 per cent of 
Canadian homeowners 
think that owning a resi¬ 
dential rental property or 
renting part of their home 
is a good investment. 

But homebuyers consid¬ 
ering this need to keep 
some important legal di¬ 
mensions in mind. Work 
closely with your real es¬ 
tate lawyer to anticipate 
these issues: 

Legal or illegal rental unit? 

Provincial and municipal 


laws determine whether 
an apartment is legal. 
Things to consider include 
what the unit is to be used 
for; whether there is legal 
parking; rules surrounding 
minimum square footage 
and number of units al¬ 
lowed by zoning; legality 
of the rent charged; condi¬ 
tion of the property; and 
required repairs. 

Income stream is not guar¬ 
anteed: 

If there is outstanding re¬ 
pair work required, a land¬ 
lord may not be able to in¬ 
crease the rent for a new 
tenant until the repairs are 
done. Depending on the 


rules of the specific 
province, if the property is 
not well maintained, ten¬ 
ants can obtain a rent 
freeze or apply for reim¬ 
bursement for costs associ¬ 
ated with repairs. 

Don’t count on raising the 
rent whenever you want: 

Existing tenants may al¬ 
ready have leases that lim¬ 
it when and how the land¬ 
lord can raise the rent. Al¬ 
though rent increases can 
usually be taken once a 
year, there may be compli¬ 
cated legal requirements 
in terms of the form to be 
used and how it is to be de¬ 
livered. 


In some cases, the 
amount of the increase 
may also be limited by law. 

There are condo-specific 
issues: 

Most condominium corpo¬ 
rations have restrictions 
about unit owners renting 
to tenants. Most allow 
rentals as long as tenants 
abide by buildings bylaws 
and rules. 

Other things to keep in 
mind: 

Houses where rooms are 
rented that share a kitchen 
and bathroom are often 
considered boarding hous¬ 
es and may fall under dif¬ 


ferent laws and require¬ 
ments. Also, renting part 
of your home may affect 
the tax treatment of your 
principal residence by trig¬ 
gering a sale for tax pur¬ 
poses or losing part of its 
tax-free status for capital 
gains purposes. 

A useful resource for 
homebuyers is the Title- 
PLUS Real Simple Real Es¬ 
tate Guide, a website that 
provides information on 
what lawyers do and how 
to avoid fraud, as well as 
mortgage calculators, a lo- 
cate-a-lawyer feature and 
other tools. It is available 
for free at titleplus.ca.

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Size matters when buying a condo

When you buy a 
condominium, you also 
buy into condo fees. What 
you get for your money 
varies widely, and you 
might not have much con¬ 
trol over how much you 
pay or what it is spent on. 

Mary Marson of Exit Real¬ 
ty in Halifax says most fees 
cover the upkeep of the 
outside of the building, in¬ 
terior common areas, build¬ 
ing insurance and at least 
one parking space. But they 
don’t cover insurance for 
your possessions, nor taxes. 
Some include hot water 
and heating, while others 
leave that to the individual 
owners to pay. 

“A lot of newer condos 
have electric heat, so your 
fees don’t include heat,” 
Marson says. The trinity of 
factors defining fees are 
size, services and location. 

“If you’re looking at 
townhouses up there in 
Cowie Hill, where the doors 
and windows are the re¬ 
sponsibility of the condo 
owner but the roof and out¬ 


side of the building and the 
mowing of the grass and so 
on are included in the fees, 
their condo fees are under 
$100,” Marson explains. 
“Whereas there are some in 
Bedford that are over $300- 
$400 a month, but they 
don’t include heat.” 

That’s because when it 


comes to condos, size mat¬ 
ters. 

“They base (fees) on the 
square footage of the unit,” 
she says. “They’re making 
condos bigger than they did 
before. You’ve got more 
windows, so that’s more re¬ 
sponsibility for the condo 
unit to look after.” 


Bigger condos also mean 
bigger roofs and more 
things that can need fixing, 
so the fees rise. 

Condo fees are set by the 
builder and then handed 
over to the condo corpora¬ 
tion once all the units have 
been sold. The corporation 
is composed of all the own¬ 


ers, who elect representa¬ 
tives to the condo board, 
and the board determines 
the fees. Fees can and will 
increase, and what seems a 
reasonable amount when 
you buy can rise out of your 
budget. If the other owners 
back the hike, there’s not 
much you can do. 


A fact about fees 

Your condo fees in a new 
building are likely to in¬ 
crease after the first year. 
Many builders will advertise 
low condo fees to attract 
buyers. It's common to see 
a rise of 5 per cent or more 
within the first two to five 
years. 


All this is distinct from 
the dreaded emergency ex¬ 
penses. Condo owners can 
wake to find a bill for thou¬ 
sands of dollars. 

“If the roof leaks, or the 
elevator doesn’t pass code 
anymore, that has to be re¬ 
placed,” says Marson. But if 
the condo corporation 
doesn’t have the slush fund 
to pay for it, you have to 
pony up the money, Mar¬ 
son says. 

“That’s what happens 
when you have a condo cor¬ 
poration that’s not strong,” 
she says. Condo fees in part 
build up the slush fund, so 
if it hasn’t been a condo 
corporation for a long time, 
it won’t have a lot of money 
saved up.

Renovation a good investment

Houses in tip-top 
condition often attract top 
dollar from buyers, and if 
you’re trying to sell a 
home that may not be in 
the greatest of shape, it 
may behoove you to 
invest in a fix-up before 
you put it on the market. 

You do need to ask your¬ 
self a couple of questions 
before you begin, howev¬ 
er. How can you maxi¬ 
mize your spruce-up on a 
limited budget? Is it 
worth fixing up a home 
given the return you 
might receive? 

Christine Martysiewicz, 
spokesperson for Re/Max 
Ontario and Atlantic 
Canada Inc., says you can 
beef up your sale by reno¬ 
vating your home, and 
that it can indeed prove 
useful given the nature of 
the housing market. A fix¬ 
up can give you the edge. 

“It’s absolutely worth 
it,” she said. 

“In today’s competitive 
marketplace, a renovation 
is money well-invested. 


There are more properties 
for sale, and a well-main¬ 
tained house leaves a 
good impression with the 
buyer.” 

Toronto-based real es¬ 
tate agent Mark Albert 
says a fix-up begins in the 
kitchen and then the 
bathroom for good meas¬ 
ure, typically the two ar¬ 
eas in the house shoppers 
consider most important. 

“They’re the rooms in 
the house that people 
look at the most and they 
tend to generate the most 
interest,” he said. “If the 
house itself looks good, 
but the kitchen is lacking, 
it would be a wise idea to 
fix that.” 

Kenneth Ho of Biglar- 
Kinyan Design agrees that 
the kitchen is the first 
spot on which to focus. 
He writes on renovation 
advice website handy- 
canadian.com: “The 

kitchen ... is the busiest 
room in the house as we 
prepare and eat at least 
two meals there each and 
every day. 

“That’s why it’s the first 
room that potential buy¬ 
ers look at when they

walk into a property list¬ 
ed for sale.” 

Martysiewicz advises 
considering an upgrade to 
hardwood flooring and 
new energy-efficient win¬ 
dows among your touch 
ups, both popular and en¬ 
ergy-efficient selling 
points for the buyer. 

“It’s important to look 
at it from the buyers’ side. 
They’re looking at energy 
costs, and what they’ll 
have to fix when they get 
into the home,” she said. 
“It’s important to keep it 
updated.” 

But gauge whether you 
would benefit from a ren¬ 
ovation, advises Albert. A 
fix-up for the sake of a 
sale can often be expen¬ 
sive. He notes that even 
the most basic one can 


rarely be done for less 
than $10,000, and Mar¬ 
tysiewicz, citing a recent 
survey Re/Max published, 
adds an average-income 
homeowner will spend as 
much as $21,000 on a fix¬ 
up. 

Albert says it may be 
wasteful in the sense that 
buyers may have their 
own plans for what they 
want to do with the room 
you just changed. It de¬ 
pends on the condition of 
the rest of the home. 

“Is the house generally 
in good form? Does it look 
nice, comfortable and 
pretty? If so, your invest¬ 
ment would be worth it,” 
he said. 

“Buyers are savvy, and 
they can spot a tired-loolc- 
ing house. You wouldn’t 
benefit from your invest¬ 
ment in that case.” 

It need not be expen¬ 
sive. Martysiewicz says a 
touch-up is possible in 
even the most basic and 
cost-effective way. 

“You can change your 
appliances, de-clutter, put 
on a fresh coat of paint or 
even replace your handles 
and doorknobs,” she said.

• 4 to 5 cups (1 to 1.25 L) 
sliced (firm but ripe) pears 

• 34 cup (125 mL) berries 
(blueberries, blackberries, 
fresh or dried cranberries) 

• 14 cup (125 mL) oatmeal, 
rolled oats or quick cook¬ 
ing (not instant) 

• 14 cup (125 mL) brown 
sugar 

• 34 cup (60 mL) all-purpose 
flour 

• 14 tsp (2 mL) ground car¬ 
damom (or nutmeg or cin¬ 
namon) 

• 14 cup (60 mL) melted but¬ 
ter 

METHOD: 

Preheat oven to 3 5 OF 


(180C). Place pears and 
berries in a buttered six- 
cup (1.5 L) baking dish. 

Combine oatmeal, flour, 
sugar and cardamom. Stir 
in butter until mixture is 
all moistened; spoon even¬ 
ly over fruit. Bake 40 to 50 
minutes or until fruit is 
tender and topping is 
crisp. Serve warm. 

Tips: 


• Pick of the Crop: The 
most common pear is a 
Bartlett, a bell-shaped, 
sweet pear with a light 
green skin that turns yel¬ 
low when ripe. Bose pears, 
a later season pear, are 
elongated with a slender 
neck, russet-coloured skin 
and a fine texture. With a 
more crunchy texture, 
these hold their shape, 


making them good for bak¬ 
ing or poaching. Anjou 
pears are more egg-shaped, 
aromatic and mildly sweet; 
they show traces of yellow 
when ripe. Harvested in 
the fall, these pears store 
well into the spring.

Tart has a bittersweet affair 


The Modern Baker by Nick 
Malgieri is a collection of 
150 straightforward 
recipes with gourmet ap¬ 
peal, striving to bring suc¬ 
cess to even the busiest of 
bakers, with the bulk of 
the preparation taking un¬ 
der one hour. DK Publish¬ 
ing offered Metro a recipe 
for this decadent tart: 

Bittersweet Chocolate Tart 

Nothing could be sim¬ 
pler — or better — than 
this tart. The flavour of the 
filling is of course entirely 
dependent on the quality 
of the chocolate you use, 
so hang the budget and get 
the best available — you 
only need a single pound. 
We’re fortunate that 
chocolate is now labelled 
with its cocoa content — 
the actual percentage of 
ground-up roasted cocoa 
beans used in the mixture. 
For this tart, I use choco¬ 
late in the 65 to 70 per 
cent range. More than that 
might be just a little too 
bitter. 

INGREDIENTS: 

• 1 cup heavy whipping 
cream 

• 1 cup light corn syrup 

• 1 pound (450 grams) bit¬ 
tersweet (not unsweet¬ 
ened) chocolate, melted 
and cooled 

• 6 tablespoons unsalted 
butter, softened 

• One 10- or 11-inch (25- or 
28-cm) Press-In Cookie 
Dough crust, (recipe avail¬ 
able in the book, pg. 165), 
baked 

• 1 tablespoon chocolate 
shavings for finishing 

• Confectioners’ sugar for 
sprinkling 

METHOD: 

Combine the cream and 
corn syrup in a medium 
saucepan and whisk well. 
Place over medium heat 
and bring to just a slight

simmer — about 140°F 
(60°C). Pour the cream into 
a bowl and let it cool to 
110°F (45°C) — you’ll be 
able to insert a fingertip in 
the cream and leave it 
there without any burning 
sensation. 

Pour the cooled cream 
mixture over the choco¬ 
late and use a small whisk 
to mix it in, just to com¬ 
bine smoothly, without 
whisking air into the mix¬ 
ture. Let the ganache stand 
at room temperature until 
it is cool to the touch, 
about 85°F (30°C). 

Whisk in the butter, a 
couple of tablespoons at a 
time. The butter has to be 
very soft — the consisten¬ 
cy of stiff mayonnaise — or 
it will form lumps. Once 
all the butter has been in¬ 
corporated, scrape the fill¬ 
ing into the prepared tart 
shell and smooth the top. 
Refrigerate for one hour to 
set the filling. 

After the filling has set, 
bring the tart to room tem¬ 
perature for one to two 
hours before serving. Just 
before serving, scatter the 
chocolate shavings in the 
centre of the filling and 
dust them very lightly 
with confectioners’ sugar.

Serena to serve memoir

Serena Williams, the 
world’s top female tennis 
player, will release “an in¬ 
spirational memoir” in fall 
2009, tracking the highs 
and lows of a career in 
which she has overcome 
injuries to regain the 
women's crown. 

Williams, 26, has won 
nine Grand Slam titles, in¬ 
cluding four in a row in 
2002-2003 which made her 
the world's No. 1 player. 
She is renowned for her 
strength on court as well 
as her colorful outfits. 

But facing various in¬ 
juries and distracted by off- 
court interests, Williams 
slipped from the top until 
she staged a comeback this 
year to win the U.S. Open 
and regain the No. 1 rank¬ 
ing for the first time in five 
years. 

Karen Kosztolnyilc, a sen¬ 


ior editor who acquired 
the book for Grand Central 
Publishing after a bidding 
battle, said Williams was 
one of the world's most re¬ 
markable athletes.

Celery Root and 
Spinach Soup 

Celery root (celeriac) makes 
a rich soup with lots of 
flavour and a creamy 
texture. 

INGREDIENTS: 

Cooking spray 
1 large onion, thinly sliced 
1 garlic clove, crushed 
1 celery root (about 1V4 
lb/625 g), peeled and grated 
4 cups (1 L) boiling water 

1 reduced-sodium vegetable 
bouillon cube, crumbled, or 

2 tsp (10 mL) vegetable bouil¬ 
lon powder 

2 cups (500 mL) washed and 
trimmed spinach 
Pinch of nutmeg 
Salt and pepper 
Garnish with fresh chives 


to low and cover the pan. 
Cook the soup until the cel¬ 
ery root is tender, about 10 
minutes. 

2. Add the spinach to the 
soup and stir well. Increase 
the heat and bring the soup 
to a boil, then remove the 
pan from the heat. Cool the 
soup slightly and then 
puree it, in batches, in a 
blender or food processor 
until smooth. Alternatively, 
you can puree the soup in 
the pan using a handheld 
blender. The soup will be 
fairly thick. 

3. Reheat the soup, if neces¬ 
sary, then stir in a dash of 
nutmeg, salt and pepper.
